The Province of Ontario and County 
of Simcoe are “buying into” Bradford 
West Gwillimbury's vision of creating 
a "complete community'! through 
generating new jobs and economic 
opportunities along the Highway 
400. 

On August 31, the three levels 
of government announced a 
partnership, to share the costs of 
constructing a new interchange at 
Highway 400 and the 5th Line of 
BWG. 

Dr. Helena Jaczek, MPP for 
OakRidges-Markham, made 
the announcement on behalf of 
Infrastructure Minister Bob Chiarelli, 
noting that the province plans to 
invest $2.4 billion in road and bridge 
construction projects this year, 
through the Building Together Plan.

South Simcoe Police are conducting 
a “Back to School” safety campaign, 
this week and next - a “refresher 
course” on the rules of the road, for 
both drivers and pedestrians. 

Police will be enforcing school 
zone speed limits, as well as laws 
that require drivers to stop for 
pedestrians in crosswalks and for 
crossing guards. 

Police remind motorists to: 

. Slow down and be patient in 
school zones. Most school zones in 
both Innisfil and BWG are designated 
as Community Safety Zones - which 
means that fines are doubled. 

. Obey all parking and traffic 
regulations. Parking vehicles in a 
“No Parking Zone” or near comers 
and crosswalks obstructs visibility. 


. Parents/caregivers must follow 
school rules when it comes to 
dropping off and picking up students. 
. Do not obstruct school bus 
loading zones. 

. Know the laws regarding passenger 
safety: One person, one seatbelt. 

. Overhead red lights flashing and 
stop arm extended on a school 
bus mean that the bus is stopped to 
load or unload students. Drivers are 
REQUIRED to stop in both directions 
until these lights are turned off, 
unless it is a divided highway. 

If your child rides a school bus, have 
them learn and practice the safety 
rules for waiting at the bus stop, 
getting on and off the bus, and riding 
on the bus. Teach them to only cross 
the street at a crosswalk or traffic 
lights - never at mid-block. 

Take the time to know the rules, 
and educate your children about safe 
conduct when using and sharing 
roadways, by bus, car, bike or on foot.

The Cookstown Agricultural Society 
was founded back in 1855, and 
purchased its own Fairgrounds in the 
heart of the village in the 1880s. For a 
total of 148 years - with the exception 
of the War years - the Society held an 
annual Cookstown Agricultural Fair, 
with homecraft exhibits, livestock 
shows, tractor and horse pulls, even a 
Midway and carnival games. 

But attendance dwindled in recent 
years, and in 2007, the decision was 
made to sell the land. 

Not to developers who were 
interested in the large property, 
but to the Town of Innisfll; the 
Fairgrounds would become the site 
of a new handicapped-accessible 
Cookstown Public Library and 
Community Centre, a public park, 
and eventually, new playing fields. 

The Ag Society accepted a selling 
price that was lower than what they 
could have received from developers, 
to help make the dream of a new 
library/community centre come true. 

And they put the money from the 
sale back into the community, and 


back into agriculture. 

Every year, the Cookstown 
Agricultural Society rents a property 
just east of the old fairgrounds, to 
host a 4-H Fall Achievement Day and 
Fair. Members of local 4-H Horse, 
Sheep, Beef and Dairy Clubs show 
their animals, for fun, and points that 
could earn them an invitation to the 
Royal Agricultural Winter Fair. 

The Society also hands out yearly 
bursaries, to secondary and post¬ 
secondary school students with 
agricultural roots or interests, to help 
them achieve their post-secondary 
education goals. 

On August 28, members of the 
Cookstown Agricultural Society 
presented bursaries worth $1000 
each to graduating Bear Creek High 
School students Laura Wardlaw, 

18, of Cookstown; and Alysha 
Strongman, 18, of Utopia, Essa Twp.
